COMMENTS  Ox^         .BRITISH  APPLE  ViAHKET 


At  the  Liverpool  euction  on  ITo/e.-'ber  6  large  consignments  of 
barreled  apples  •"ere  ob3?::\ i-d,  H-O'^tly  Vjr^-inia  York  Iiuperials,  which 
arrived  in' poor  conditlor.  a-ji  of  inferior  quality  cc^ared  to  the  pre- 
ceding two  weeks'  arr'.vf^l'j,   accorr.iiis  to  a  report  to  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  f rorr.  ivli .        A.  Motz,  Lrtpartraej^.t  of  Agriculture 
fruit  spR'-ialist  in  'Earope.     The  f it ,  in  majv,:   i.nstunces,  was  too 
large  and  ?-oarse  and  did  n  ^t  meet  t].o  veo.ijrer-.c-ica  of  thpse  markets. 
Er-jLit  raftaburing  threo  i.Al.os  or  noro  in  d-.a-ne': r./  is  nor^  wanted.  The 
shipmen-'.-s  for  Liverpool  ccntiste.-d  of  51,000  bsrrels,  29,000  of  which 
originat.3'1  in  Virginia,  ana  2?,CC0  boxes  «s  co.Tpared  v7ith  26,C0C  barrel^ 
arid  31,000  boxes  in  the  corre spoiling  weok  of  1023.    These  hcav.y  arrivals 
of  low  quality  poor  condition  fruit  depre^^sed  p'"ices  severely. 

SiT.i  lar  conditions  prevailed  at  Ma-:che .'tor ,  November  7,  which 
were  refle'tted  i.n  lov-e-^  quotations.     The  :ece'jptr.  for  the  week  consisted 
of  l.',000  carrels  ana  1,000  boxes,  as  agounst  .'b.COO  barrels  and  5,u00 
boxer:  a  year  &go.     American  apples,  especially  boxed  apples,  have  gained 
considerable  reputation  in  tuis  market.     Sarreled  apples  have  been 
ai'ri.ving  in  better  cr^ndHion  and  of  im.proved  quality  for  the  last  several 
seasons,  but  sti.ll  have  cor.si.ierable  room  for  j.iiprovement ,  according 
to  Manchester  dealers. 

luring  the  week  under  sur-zey  29,000  barrels  and  41,000  boxe<:  of 
apples  were  di.scharged  in  'alasgow,  conseauent  Zy  the  market  sagged  con- 
siderably, barreled  apples  falling  off  about  one  dollar  a  barrel  on  the 
average  from  the  previoais  veek's  prices.     On  the  other  hand  at  Ec'' inburgh , 
whi.ch  draws  upon  Liverpool,  Glasgow  .and  London  for  its  apple  supplies, 
prj.ces  were  m.aintained  :;t  higher  levels.     York  Imperials  in  good  conditi.on 
brought  $6.81  to  $8.52  and  boxed  Jonathans  $4,i'±  to  $4.62,  or  over  a 
dollar  a  barrel  and  sevonty-cent s  a  box  more  than  was  received  in  Liver- 
pool on  Wednesday  of  the  same  week. 

Slack  barrels  cause  heavy  losses 

Particular  attention  is  again  called  to  the  unnecessary  losses 
to  shippers  due  to  "sl-,cks".  Slacks  are  discounted  from  one  to  tw«» 
shillings  (24  cents  to  48  cents)  per  barrel  and  shakes  more.  Barrels 
are  catalc^Taed  as  "shskes"  when  the  fruit  can  be  heard  rolling  around 
in  the  L.';r.-el  on  being  shaken.  In  five  different  lots  observed  recently 
by  Mr.  Mots  in  Liverpool  there  were  778  slack  barrels  in  the  total  of 
996.    Mors  careful  attention  to  packing  is  strongly  urged.  Barrels 
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should  be  racked  several  times  on  a  fii%',  substantial  base,  preferably 
concrete,  to  insure  their  arrival  overseas  in  tight  condition. 

G-rimes  Q-plden  in  North  En,'-; land  and  Scotland 

Grj.rces  Golden  apples  are  becominij,  more  popular  in  North  England 
and  Scotland,  according  to  Mr.  Motz.     For  a  nu^nher  of  years  buyers  and 
consumers  confused  Grimes  Golden  with  Toiir^an  S'/^eet,    Kcwover,  si.nce 
the  quality  of  the  Grimes  is  becoming  more  generally  knov/n,   it  is 
coming  more  into  demand.     It  was  s;i^-gostod  by  one  broker  that  the 
G-rimes  might  eventually  take  the  place  of  early  Nowtcwns  and  that, 
if  prpperly  handled,  the  trade  in  this  variety  should  be  capable  of 
considerably  expansion.     Grimes  shipped  eprlj^  in  the  fall  should  by 
all  means  bo  m.oved  under  refrigeration  from  the  loading  station  to 
the  port  and  acr^.ss  the  ocean  to  destination.     Th'^  eypcrtati.cji  of  this 
variety  ir.  lin^j-ced  cruantities,  until  a  market  i.s  established,   is  worthy 
of  consideration. 

Movement  of  boxed  qioples 

Boxed  aoTolbs  conti.nue  to  m^ove  i.n  moderate  ouant  i.ty  and  the 
quality  is  gen'^i^illy  good.    Jonathans  from  Oregon  and  Washington  are 
the  only  variety  being  shipped  in  Quantity.     Supplies  of  Mcintosh  from 
British  Columbia  are  limited,  but  in  demand. 
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
